It will unbalance it to the effect of the capacitance of the roof material 
vs. the dielectric properties of air on the other face of it. 


It also depends on what is under the roof and shingles. Could be minor, or 
it could be an issue. 


Just go to radio shack and get their TV standoff insulators to screw into 
the roof edge and bring the line down that way standing off the roof 5 


inches or so, and it will be much better on the balance.

Jason, and others interested in improving you code copying abilities. 


There are several very good methods that I have found useful over the 
years. I might add that I have re-learned it several times over the past 
40 years. I belive that I may have tryed just about every method, most at 
least. I found that it is a language of sounds not symbols, although I can 
copy via light if slow enough. Way back when I got back into this hobby, 
about '78 I think, I had a conversation with my Family Physician, who just 
happened to also be a Ham Radio Operator. He was an avid CW Op and had a 
Deluxe Collins S-Line Setup in his office. I asked him how he got so good 


at CW. He responded with the idea of practicing the sounds whenever alone 


and with free time. One very good method he suggested was to actually try 
to make the sound of a code oscillator with your voice and "Read Street 
Signs" to yourself in code as you traveled to and from work each day. 


Not recommended for the carpool set, unless all happen to be budding hams :‘% 


I gave it a try, and before you know it I was pretty good at 15-20 WPM. 
It seems that you get that Audio Feedback to the Brain as you make the 
sounds. This makes it more familiar to you, so it is easier when you go to 


copy. 


I also have a couple of recommendations for things NOT TO DO, when 
Learning The Code. First, Avoid with the plague any written code charts, 
dots, dashes, dits and dahs. CW is an AUDIBLE LANGUAGE! It is made up of 
Sounds that you can hear. (0.K. some times via Light flashes, flag waves, 


etc) but the method of interest to us is the SOUND. 


I also used the American Radio Relay League Code Practice Sessions. It is 

a good idea to get practice from known sources of accurately sent code. 
Although, actual use on the air can be good, you should avoid that in the 
beginning until you have reached at least 20 + WPM. I also recommend AGAINST 
USING W1AW Code Practice, On the Sessions where they start at Slow Speed 

and increase in speed in steps thru the session. This has a tendancy to 

make you feel bad about you abilities and discourages many into thinking 

that they are not making any progress. I DO HIGHLY Recommend W1AW for 
Practice on those sessions that Start out Fast and gradually slow down. 


These sessions help you to recognise the sounds of the higher speed 


characters, and also you will more readily see that you are making progress. 
I always stayed for the ARRL Bulletin Message that follows the Code 
Practice Sessions, you will be surprised in how soon you will have 100% 
copy on the 18 WPM Bulletins. Another Do/Don't item for the list. In 
the beginning, concentrate only on copying the code, do not try to learn 
to send until you have mastered the receiving. Even the FCC tested for 
Receiving before Sending. I also highly recommend a CW Keyboard or 
Computer Program for Sending in the beginning. Learning to use a key and 
paddles/keyers is a whole seperate learning experience from learning the 
code. I might add that there many very good tools for code practice in 
these modern times. One that I highly Recommend, is available FREE from 
Ray Goff, G4FON <http://www.qsl.net/g4fon>. Chuck Adams, K7QO also has a 
lot of excellent material on his web site for Code Practice and Contest 
Preperation. I believe Chuck has some Linux software that will convert 


ASCII Text Files into Audio Files for making CW CD's and Audio Tape Files. 


There is also a good program for practicing CALLSIGNS in preperation for 
Contesting Events. CW Contesting is excellent for improving your code 


speed, once you reach that 20 + WPM Plateau. 


Speaking of the Plateau, there are or can be several Plateau's in your 
upward progress in the world of CW. The number is up to YOU. If you set 
your goals LOW, you will have Stops at 5-13-20-etc. If you learn 25-30 WPM 
Characters form the beginning, you will save yourself a lot of time and 


effort. Why is that?, It is largely because you learn to hear the SOUNDS 


at a particular speed and pitch, then when you increase the speed all is 
lost. On the other hand, if you learn to recognise the code characters at 
say 30 WPM, it becomes a Reflex action, also there is the fact that your 
brain is much like a computer, in that it can easily DO NOTHING for an 
interval of time, but you just can't seem to alter the clock speed. 

I am convinced that I have a 35 WPM Clock. :%% I can however, recall when 
I was sure that I had a 13 WPM Model. :4% Some are fortunate to be able 
to run along at 60 + (Guess I'll have to wait until after the Mods come 


out for my model :%} 


I had not intended to make this so long, and I am sure that many have 
heard it before, but I will be pleased if just one of you is helped by not 
having to miss out on all of the fun of operating CW just because there 


was NO ONE near you willing to help you learn it. 


Don't take my word for it, Check it out for yourself. Ask the Experts like 
Ray, Chuck, and many others on this list who are also Contesters as well 


as QRPers. 


Make a Tape and Play it in the Car on the way to and from work. Buy one of 
those handy little MFJ Code Machines. I keep mine in the car at all times. 
Good company on trips or when stuck in traffic on the beltway.

I know a number of us Ten Tec owners posted to Ten Tec, a lot of comments of 
the line of how a new model replacing the TT Scout should be designed. I 
think, in fact there were more comments to the TT reflector on those Scout 
design improvement/replacement, than on the need for a low power K2 
competitor. In fact,the K2 was already out, when Ten Tec started the Argo 

V project. I think marketing made a decision to take a differing path, thus 
the 20 watt and heavy DSP features, of something clearly intended to follow 
the Scout fixed station and mobile applications. 


As a Scout owner, and of some even older Ten Tec radios, (505 etc.) The 
Argonaut V is the logical progression strictly looking at the Ten Tec line. 
Manufacturers often pick out a niche and stick to it, such as MFJ has done 
with ham accessories, and single band radios. 


You should have seen the controversy on the Ten Tec list about their choice 
of black for their new radio cabinets over " traditional" Ten Tec colors!

It's been over 2 1/2 years since I built my first DSW...the DSW-40. 

Well, I finally broke down and am now modifying the rig's front and rear 
panels for much more convenient use of DSWTUN95. 

Now have a C&K 4PDT (on-off-on...Digi-Key p/n CKN1137-ND) miniature toggle 
switch on the front panel for switching between ‘normal encoder' tuning and 
tuning by PC. 

And, when the parts arrive this Thursday or Friday, I'll be adding a 
5-conductor mini-din receptacle(Digi-Key p/n CP-2550-ND) to the rear panel 
so's I can button ‘er all up again. The mating mini-din plug is Digi-Key p/n 
CP-2050-ND, BTW.

Thanks for the recommendations that you gave me on the vertical radials. 
They helped alot!! I commited a bunch of sins using ring terminals and 
galvanized bolts. This is temporary as I will probably pickup the radial 
ring by Comtek systems. My impatience got the best of me!! I installed the 
vertical with only 31 radials (it was getting dark) and decided to try it 
out. 9L1AB was on 40 so I figure that would be a good one to try. Doing 
A/B tests with my inverted V DXLB+ dipole at 35', he was in the noise on the 
dipole. On the vertical he was S3-S5. Other DX stations had similar 
results. Closer in (non stateside) had about an S unit better on the 
vertical. Stateside was about the same on both with the vertical sometime 
doing better or worse, but only by an S unit. 


Looks like the radials are working :) Wonder how this will do with the full 
68 radials down!

Thanks for taking the time to reply. I checked both my 
FT-817's and found that they both have three choices for 
menu item 32 (Dial/Freq/Lock). I did notice though, that 
the choices change darned quickly as you rotate the main 
dial to choose the one you want. I would guess that you 
are just turning the dial too fast and are simply missing 
the middle choice as it flashes by. I bet if you turn the 
main dial real slow, you'll see the "freq" choice in the 
middle there. Try it and let me know how you get on. It 
does sound like the "dial" or the "panel" option would be 
what you are looking for. FYI, the description for this 
is on page 65 of the manual. 


Fine business on all the other stuff. On the battery issue, 
I had one of the Yaesu battery packs give out on me quite 
early too. I don't use them now - I just run the rigs off 
external gel cells - so I have removed the batteries.

Hi Dave, mine has 3 selections IF you rotate the main dial slowly. I'm 
sorry I mislead you but it was an honest error. So now I think I will 
still use PANEL when I'm using mine as a 2 meter FM radio in my daypack. 


On batteries, your doing the right thing I think. The charger in the 
radio is simply a timer and a series resitor to make it a trickle 
charger. The radio is quite a bit lighter with the battery removed too. 
And the Radio Shack 4.5 amp-hour gel cell in the red nylon package is 
simply NICE.

Thanks for taking the time to reply. I checked both my 
FT-817's and found that they both have three choices for 
menu item 32 (Dial/Freq/Lock).

I would guess that you 
are just turning the dial too fast and are simply missing 
the middle choice as it flashes by. I bet if you turn the 
main dial real slow, you'll see the "freq" choice in the 
middle there.

You have a lot of good info here, I only disagree with the 20 WPM comment 
listed below. I would say 5 wpm and it's time to get on the air....but you 
still need to have your 15 or 20 minute CW speed practice sessions a few 
days a week. Back when I was a CW pup 3 or 4 years ago (hahahah) it seems 
like it took me about 3 weeks of practice to get to the 5-8 wpm stage. I 
hadn't run any CW at all since about 1988 so I did have the advantage of it 
being in my memory banks somewhere. 


Once I got on the air with my 5-8 wpm, I was at 10-12 in about 2 weeks, 
15-16 a couple weeks later and quite honestly, I think my best speed was in 
the 22-24 wpm range, briefly, when I was running a lot more contests and had 
time to play radio every single night. 


Nowadays, I run about 17wpm when I get a chance to be on the air for more 
than 15 minutes at a time.

The postmark served to date the time when the work was 
created. The purpose of copyright statement or symbol is merely to 
alert viewers that the work is copyrighted. 


Downloading and public use of a graphic file, even a simple decorative 
element, is implicitly a violation of the copyright of the author of 
that image. Therefore, you need to get permission to use the image. 


Netiquette makes clear that a simple link to an on-line resources 
should follow receipt of the author's permission, but that permission 
if probably is not mandatory (another contested area, for it would 
create impossible demands). However, displaying an image by creating a 
link to it without permission, seems a violation of copyright. What 
seems to have occurrred in this case is that the offending party has 
caused a copyrighted image to be appropiated by being stored in the 


cache of visitors to his site. 


I don't know if this common situation has reached the courts, but from 
a moral viewpoint, it seems to me the equivalent of downloading the 
image itself and adding it directly to your site. 


However, having said all this, let me add the following 
qualifications. As always, there is both a legal and a moral side. So 
far I've looked at the former, but the latter is important, too. I 
don't intend to perpetuate an OT thread, and so I won't respond to 
challenges to these points except privately. 


There's a lot of grey areas in all this, expecially since Internet is 
an international medium, and there's no international standard 
(although the WTO has recently proposed a [unworkable] standard). But 
beyond the narrow legal perspective, there are certainly other things 
to consider, for the law does not always define what we should and 
should not do, but merely specifies the potential penalties for 
certain behaviors. 


The original point of copyright was to protect the economic interests 
of artists and writers. Copyright today largely serves corporate 
profit (there's a considerable literature on this issue). These days, 
individuals who object to a violation of their copyright are more 
likely to do so as a result of ego sensitivity than substantial 
pecuniary interest. However, while this changed context may alter the 
moral dimension, it does not affect the legality of copyright. 


Often, when there is an explicit copyright statement, its aim is not 
to prevent republication, but to retain some control over the manner 
of republication. For example, a news report has value largely because 
it is timely. Ten years after the fact, the report has little use to 
the news agency unless they or someone else intends to publish old 
news items. So while on-line publication would make one technically in 
violation of a Reuters report of the bombing of Pearl Harbor in 1941, 
Reuters won't care if you use that report unless it has demonstrable 
economic value. 


Often a simple error or misjudgement results in copyright 

violation. Almost always the copyright holder just asks the offending 
party to remove the material from publication, and almost always the 
offending party complies. That is, on issues of copyright, there is 
generally amicable agreement. Even large corporations can be 
surprisingly patient and willing to negotiate informally, for usually 
the economic gain or loss is far less than the costs of lawyers to 
represent your case at court. 


In the present situation, the first question is whether the person 


whose photo of a transceiver was appropriated in fact himself took 
that photo (and all other decorative elements on his site were of his 
own design and all text of his writing). I don't recall that he 
explicitly said he did. 


If he was the author of the image, which I'll assume he was, then 
certainly the person who appropriated it by linking to it should have 
asked permission first. 


I 


can't imagine why someone would refuse such flattery of imitation or 


an opportunity to be sociable, unless there were significant economic 

interests involved. On the surface this seems not the case, and so the 
question becomes one of ego. While a person's ego should be respected, 
it has a way of making a bad situation worse. 


The obvious course of action would have been to contact the 
appropriator and to ask that the link be removed. If that step was not 
taken, or if the request was ignored, then the copyright holder has a 
right to be upset. But otherwise, his pillory of the offender makes 
the two parties morally, although not legally, equivalent.

Most likely, the reason why the GPS didn't work with your Visor is that your 
Handspring Visor serial cable expects to be powered by the device it's 
connected to--usually a PC but in this case the GPS. The GPS doesn't provide 
the expected power, so the cable doesn't work. 


The Visor serial cable requires power to work because it contains built-in 
circuitry for converting the RS-232 signal levels from the PC (or GPS) to 
the TTL levels expected by the Visor. The cable expects to receive +5V from 
pin 7 or 8 of the PC's serial port, but your GPS doesn't provide this 
voltage. 


See http://www.pocketaprs.com/visor.html for further details and suggested 
fixes. I experienced this problem first-hand with my Visor and my Serial CW 
Sender, and it was simple to fix once I understood the problem. PDAs made by 
Palm do not have this problem. 


As far as the PC version is concerned, I downloaded the users manual from 
the RS website. It says that if the GPS is not detected, make sure it's 
outside in the open where it can receive the GPS signals. GPS units usually 
don't work well indoors (if at all), and if you're testing it indoors then 
it's likely that the GPS isn't responding because it can't get a lock on any 
satellites.

F (with some models of tip you need to 
apply an offset to the dial setting). 


Weller apparently is replacing the WES50 with the WES51, which has a 
different plug configuration but is otherwise identical. When I bought

For stations low in the band, where the speedsters generally hang 
out, I use up to 30 WPM for the major contests, usually around 25 WPM on 
average. For Higher in the band, or QRP-only type of contests, I use 
around 20 WPM. There are many big time contesters who disagree, and I 
really respect their opinions. 


By using a logging program that allows easy downward adjustment of the 
speed being sent, I can instantly drop my speed up to 10 or so WPM in 
less than a second. I always try to match the caller's speed, if he 
answers at a speed lower than about 3 WPM than mine. 


It is a lot easier for many to crank up the speed control when sending 
an automatically generated CQ, than it is to actually learn to copy that 
increased speed.

Thanks for the advice. I would guess that it would be prudent, even for a 
home antenna of an end-fed wire configuation (vertical, inverted-L, etc) to 
run calculations to see what would be a good compromise length for all bands 
to keep the impedance values below 800 ohms. 


I would assume that feeding say the inverted-L with balanced line or feeding 
a random wire in a zepp type configuration and using a balun at the tuner you 
would also be able to ensure impedance values are within the range of the 
tuner.

>have gotten used to hearing the characters as 
>characters instead of as dits and dahs. But could it

>character speeds of, say, 2Qwpm) might then have 
>trouble passing the 5 wpm test because the characters 
>are sent so much more slowly? 


>Just curious, and wondering if anyone might have 
>experienced this. Or did we all learn the "wrong" way, 
>pass the test, and then have to be retrained? :‘%) 


Dave, 


I have noticed this. I am no speed demon on CW; my comfortable copying 
range 

is from 20 - 25 WPM depending on band conditions and QRM. Sometimes a lot 
slower when I get tired and my brain cramps up! But I noticed that I have 
trouble at the REAL slower speeds because I am no longer listening for the 
dots 

and dashes, per se, I am now listening for sounds of the complete character. 
And I have found that in conversations, when someone tries to emulate CW by 
saying the words "dit" and "dah" that I am totally lost! Same with messages 
that have stuff like -.-. --- eect. I 
just typed that but have a heck SE a eine secedine: it any moral It seems 
once 

you break that barrier, and you are able to copy complete characters AS 
characters, that it is very difficult to go back to the old way. 


That's why I always recommend the Farnsworth method of learning code. Get 
those characters sent at at least 13 wpm even though a person might only be 
able to copy at a rate of 5 words per minute. The faster one learns the 
character sounds, the faster one will progress with speed. 


But the ARRL VE tapes use the Farnsworth method anyway, if I remember 
correctly. They send the words at 13wpm but stretch out the spacing between 
letters so that the rate is only 5 wpm. Maybe that's changed, it's been 
about 


a year and a half since I have been able to make a VE session!
